with disheveled hair and clothes 
coming to pieces at the belt was the 
angel of life to three young strike- 
breakers today, saving them from be- 
ing torn to pieces by a ferocious mob, 
at the risk of her own life. 

It is the most dramatic and pictur- 
@eque incident of the strike so far. 

It began with a street car that got 
lost. 

They started cars out on a new line 
down Folsom street early this morning 
and this car somehow wandered astray 
—@among wild beasts. The strike-break- 
ers had never gone over the road be- 
fore and the third car out of the Barns 
_ turned into the wrong switch. They 

ran on and on. At last they noticed that 
they were getting into streets where 
there seemed not to be any policemen. 
As a matter of fact they had run out 
inte the dangerous San Bruno district 
where the police had refused to’try to 
protect them for the present. 

It is a district filled with labor-union 
people. They came rushing to the 

astonished,.and poured out into 
streets, yeVing “scab” and -huriing 
and bricks. 

Absolutely unarmed and with the 
nearest policemen miles away, the men 
on the car had no defense but to turn 
on the electric juice to the last notch 
and run. They knew by this time they 
were lost and they had no idea where 
they would land—but they raced for 
their tives. At first most of the mob 
was composed of women, who ran 
alongside the cars, screaming foul 
abuse and throwing stones and 
of brick as well as a woman can throw. 

THE FUSILLADE. 

Finally the car ran into a district 
where there were factories ani mills 
with workmen out in front eating din- 
ner.

H. W. Postelthwaite of the Holmes 
Lime Company stirred the meeting 
with a strong declaration in favor of 
the open shop, which he declared the 
only fair and systematic way to con- 
duct a business. In a substitute res- 
olution, which was defeated, he at- 
tempted to put the exchange on record 
as an enemy of the percentage plan of 
construction, indorsing only straight 


contracts. 


The resolution also provided that a 
committee bé appointed “to eonfer 
with the property owners and capital- 
ists of the city, with the Executive 
Committee of the Metal Trades Asso- 
Calhoun and 


several commercial organizations, with 
a view to arranging and arriving at 
some concerted plan of action for the 
alleviation of the present unfortunate 
conditions existing.” 

John D. McGlivray spoke strongly 
again opposing trades-unionism by in- 
dorsing the open shop, which he de- 
clared impossible. When a member 
spoke up and cited Los Angeles, Mc- 
Gilvray replied: 

“But Los Angeles is only a suburb 
of the East and breathes only when 
the East breathes. I am talking of the 
open shop in commercial cities. And 
we builders should not mix in the car 
strike by supporting Patrick Calhoun.’ 

MecGilvray moved that a 
of five be appointed to deal with the 
various unions affiliated with the 
Building Trades Council and “not with 
the head of that body, who is In con- 
trol of the workers,” 

Thomas C. Butterworth and Secre- 
tary Wilson spoke in favor of a con- 
ference with the Bullding Trades Coun- 
cil instead of the unions.

‘Several 
months ago the Council pasred an 
electric sign ordinance which I was 
compelled to veto by rearon of the 
number of technical errors that it con- 
taine® In the main that ordinance 
was similar to the one presented to 
the Coyncil Monday. 

“The new ordinance makes provision 
for electric light - signs that shall 
swing across the sidewalks in the 
evening. I have seen such signs uscd 
in other cities; they are highly orna- 
mental and they convert a modest 
thoroughfare into a great white way.

HOW DEED WAS DONE. 

In pursuit of his dastardly work, the 
Wrecker broke into a toolhouse of the 
company at West Glendale and secured 
therefrom a crowbar and two lengihs 
of iron pipe. With the bar he removed 
the *pikes irom the inner side of a 
thirty-three-foot rail, the outer raii of 
the eastbuund track. He also removed 
the boits from the angie iron joining 
this rail to the next one east. in this 
Work, “he was careful not to disiurb 
the copper wires that bound the rails, 
Compicting the circuit tor the biock 
Signal system. Had these wires been 
broken, the block signai would have 
Stood at danger and the train would 
have been brought to a stop betore 
Preaching the spor. 

With the rai! free to move toward the 
Center of the track the ingenious fiend 
Attached a strand of barbwire to the 
rell, passing the free end under the op- 
posite rail of the east-bound track, 
thenve across the space separating the 
east-bound and west-bound tracks, and 
both rails of the westbound 


The loose end of the wire then was 
ettached firmly to one of the lengths 
of iron pipe and this pipe was braced 
against the end of a tic of the west- 
bound track in such a .nanner as to 
Sive good leverage. 

Still another length of wire was at- 
tached to the end of the tron pipe and 
to the other end of this wire was at-| 
fixed a wooden bar that gave the cul- 
prit a strong grip, so that. with a good | 
strong pull, he would be sure to throw 
the rail out of position. 

CONCEALED IN WEEDS. 

Retreating into the weeds that line 
the county road just outside the rali- 
road right of way, the wrecker, holding 
the free end of the wire, concealed 
himeelf until the train came rushing 
along at a speed of thirty-five miles an 
hour, about four hours behind time. 
Measurements made by railroad men 
yesterday show that he was concealed 
St a spot just seventy-one feet from 
the rail that he displaced, this accord- 
ingly being the length of the wire with 
which he did the work. 

Too clever to displace the rail while 
the bright glare of the headlight illu- 
minated the track for hundreds of 
yards in advance of the train, the 
wrecker waited until the eraine was 
a@imost upon the scene of destruction. 
With the loose rail now in the shadow, | 
the fellow gave one strong pull, the rail |

slipped inward, and the wreck was on. 

By a strange freak, the pilot wheels | 
and the drivers of the engine leaped the 
break, quickly followed by the mail car.

SALT LAKE WILL OPEN THE SAN 
GABRIEL. 


Positive Assurance Is Given from 
the Office of the Manager of the 
Railroad Company That it Will 
Abide by the Decision of the War 
Department Nearly Two Years Ago. 
LONG BEACH, May 22.—Positive as- 
surance was made today from the of- 
fice of Manager Wells of the Salt Lake 
that the road will abide by the deci- 
sion of the War Department made 


which the mouth of the San Gabriel 


River was closed severa! years ago, but 


will also remove the trestle over the 
River and substitute a modern draw- 
bridge of the lift jtype. Plans for the 
draw are now in the hands of Chief 
Engineer Tilton and assistants and are 
so far advanced that they will be sub- 
mitted to the directorate of the Salt 
Lake for approval at the June meeting 
and work on it will doubtless be in 
full swing by August 1. 


| Chief Clerk Baulsch says that there 


has never been any other idea than 
to obey the orders of the government. 
It was. simply a case of doing so or 
abandoning the main line to San Pedro 
Bay. The War Department was noti- 
fied May 16 that its decision would be 
acquiesced in by the railroad. 

Under the orders of the War Depart- 
ment the Salt Lake trestle over the 
mouth of San Gabriel River must be 
removed by September 1 in order that 
the Los Angeles Dock and Terminal 
Company may begin its cherished plan 
of opening a deep-sea entrance to the 
inland harbor work. It is likely» how- 
ever, that in the event that the Salt 
Lake is obeying orders and an exten- 
sion of time is desired that it will be 
granted without opposition. With the 
opening of the mouth of the San Ga- 
briel, the Dock and Terminal Company 
will have to build two ftetties out into 
the sea, one eighteen feet long on the 
west side and the other 300 feet on the 
east side. Plans for these have long 
been ready and there will be no delay 
in this part of the making of the sea 
entrance.
